Some for the sale of tamales, chilicon- 
carnie and the like, and others by ped- 
dlers of dry goods, knick-knacks, gew- 
gaws—of everything in the line of 
male or female wearing apparel or 
gimeracks that may tempt the money 
from the Mexicans* pockets. 


The flambeaux cast long fantastic, 


ever changing shadows; dusky forms 
glide from one booth to another, babies 
cry, dogs howl and fight and the at- 
mosphere is filled with the odor of 
strange cookery, which tempts the 
northern visitor or hungry native to 
try a boiled tamale or redhot portion 
of ehiliconearnie, the ingredients of 
which are beef and red peppers and 
other hot things stewed together, like 
an Irish stew. 


Such are the conditions which pre- 


vail in the home of a genuine tamale. 
which tumbles forth from Its corn 
husk jacket, a savory, tempting roll of 
boiled ground meal, enclosing an appe- 
tizing concoction of meat and spices 
very different from the cold and flabby 
specimens which are hawked about 
the streets In copper cylinders in New 
York.—N. Y. Herald.

Every schoolboy knows, and many 


have declaimed, James Merriek'c fa- 
mous little poem. The Chameleon." 
in which two men quarrel about a lix- 
ard's color, one declaring it green, the 
other bine. They are represented as 
referring the matter to the arbitration 
of a third man, who> promptly pro- 
nounces the ereatare to be black, and 
in proof thereof produces a specimen 
which he had captured - the night be- 
fore. Hut to the amazement of all three 
the elusive reptile, when actually set 
before them, is neither green, blue nor 
black, but white! 


Since the hundreds of chameleons 


sold at the world's fair have made the 
pretty little lizard a not uncommon pet 
in many states of the Union, very dif- 
ferent reports of him are given by 
proud or puzzled owners. 


Some are disappointed. One boy. 


fastening his faith tn the poem just 
mentioned, declared that be must have 
been cheated, and his chameleon was 
not a chameleon at all, but "just a com- 
mon lizard,*" for though it certainly did 
change color it did not change to the 
colors he expected. 


It was often green; but never either 


blue, black, or white, though he had 
given it every opportunity, even incur- 
ring the wrath of the household by 
letting It run over the blue silk evening 
dress of his sister, and his mother's 
best black velvet bonnet. In the hope 
of seeing it change its hue to match. 
which it ignominuusly failed to do. 


Other owners complain that their 


pets will not eat; that they become 
limp and lazy during the winter; that 
they look miserable when chained, and 
are off like a flash when loosed; that 
they vanish mysteriously on being set 
free, and can never be found again. 


This last accusation U frequently 


true, but is more likely to be the fault 
of the family cat than the chameleon, 
for puss knows enough to prefer a ten- 
der lizard to a tough rat when she can 
get him. 


As to color, owners must not trust 


too implieity to the accuracy of the 
poets. The American chameleon's 
changes run from whitish drab through 
bronze, brown, pinkish gray, dull 
green, olive and dull yellow to the 
most exquisitely vivid golden green; 
they do not include blue or black. 


Merrick's chameleon, however, was 


not American but Arabian, and the 
recently published journal of the trav- 
els of the artist, Marianne North, have a 
passage which confirms the possibility 
of his black chameleon if not of his 
blue one. Of her pet, \vhicn after a 
sea-voyage died at Athens and received 
the classic honor of burial in the 
Acropolis, she wrote: 


"While at sea I used to catch fl'es for 
it. At the sight of one it would open 
its mouth very wide and very slowly 
take it in. After a su&eient while I 
offered another, and again it openfed 
its mouth slowly and wide, when the 
first fly would walk out again. It was 
too limp and depressed to swallow its 
food, poor thing, and died of starva- 
tion diet: bat it had not lost the power 
of changing its color—black as coal on 
tlie dirty floor, straw color in its bai- 
ket.'*—Youth's Companion.
